“The Book of the Month” is cer- 
tainly Winthrop Boggs’ “Canada” 
which is now reaching early sub- 


scribers. Some of your pet varieties 
will be found missing from the 
authors two outstanding volumes: 
but you will find a host of other un- 
expected items of interest. Volume 
One is replete with unusual pictures. 

The “Port Hood Provisionals” get 
a somewhat thin coat of whitewash. 
The same applies to the so-called 
“Experimental Coils” of 1910. The 
author has a brand new theory that 
the Edward imperfs were for coils 
which is worth looking into. The 
author’s tables of valuations will be 
found somewhat difficult to follow. 
But this is all very much neither here 
nor there in comparison with the 
vast store of information and com- 
ment which the author has assembl- 
ed. My prediction is a “Crawford” 
medal for Winthrop Boggs. 

The September .number of” The 
American Philatelist” carries an in- 
teresting article by George Marler of 
Montreal entitled “Notes on the 1911- 
1925 Issue” of Canada. The author is 
a competent authority who writes too 
seldom. In the same issue there is a 
thoughtful article entitled “A Phil- 
osophy of Collecting” which is well 
worth pondering over. The A.P.S. 
journal seems to be picking up. 

Some months ago I uttered some 
criticisms of “The American Phil- 
atelist” and expected the roof to fall 
in on me immediately. I received but 
two letters ....from this rushing in 
where angels fear to tread. One let- 
ter was of approval and the other the 
reverse. Both were from well known 
names which shall of course remain 


anonymous. Lately there does seem 
to be a marked tendency for some 
large scale advertisers to elevate 


their copy out of the horse and buggy 
era. Most notable is that of the Scott 
Publications, Inc., which has evident- 
ly hired an advertising agency. 
Rev. T. A. Moyer in “Gossip” for 
September 21st says that the well- 


known Canadian map stamp of 1898 
“Commemorates Queen Victoria’s 
Penny Post gift to her subjects”. 
Ho Hum! Just another of those 
South of the Border lads who 
thinks this country full of icebergs, 
Indians and grizzly bears with all 
our taxes going to Clement Attlee. 


Well, I didn’t have so much luck 
with my “First Day ” covers. I hear 
that many of the good-sized offices 
didn’t have the stamps at all. Of 
course all one had to do was to fol- 
low the instructions of the Postoffice 
Department but many collectors do 
not read the stamp magazines. After 
the build-up given the new stamps 
in the daily press I am sure many 
collectors will feel themselves let 
down. Looks as if I lost out on “Port 
Radium” too. 

In my December, 1945, column I 
said that that number of “Popular 
Stamps” was whole number “77”. On 
the cover of the September, 1946, 
issue “Mac the Editor’ says that 
number is “whole No. 82”. Now we 


both can't be right, can we? Of 
course everyone, including editors, 
are entitled to their opinion.... but 


there's only one correct one. Of course 
it all turns on what a “Whole Num- 
ber” is. The “Whole Number” is not 
necessarly the number of issues—the 
difference arising where two months 
are combined. 

Early this month you should watch 
for some interesting reading in the 
U.S.A. magazines. Maybe it will be 
in very fine type but all magazines 
must now publish their average cir- 
culation. Formerly this was only re- 
quired from the daily papers. My 
guess is that some advertising rates 
will have to be revised.

FREAK BOOKLET 
Mr. Tom McGeachy, Toronto, has 


shown us a freak booklet of the 4c 
Canada 252ab carmine. We are un- 
able to illustrate but the foregoing 
describes it. The normal booklet is 
made up of a pane of six 4c stamps— 
two rows of three horizantally plac- 
ed. Mr. McGeachy’s variety shows 
parts of three rows of stamps. 

Along the top about a quarter inch 
of the bottom part of a row of 
stamps is shown, then an imperforate 
gutter; next a normal row of stamps, 
perforated all ’round, followed by 
the upper three-quarters of the bot- 
tom row of stamps. 

Examination of the booklet shows 
printing on the cover and interleaves 
to be about one-garter inch off centre 
toward bottom. The assumption is 
that the stamps are printed in gangs 
(several to a large sheet) and after 
bringing together with interleaves 


and covers are then cut up into in- 
dividual items, or booklets. With 
both the covers and stamps within 


being a quarter inch out, we conclude 
the paper cutter in trimming these 
booklets had set his machine to cut 
above the price line on the front 
cover instead of below, thus cutting 
through the stamps instead of 
through the gutter between stamps 
as should have been. How many 
would be made this way we would- 
n't guess, but it could have been 
several, unless caught by inspection.

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Book Review 


The Postage Stamps and Postal Hist- 
ory of Canada — by Winthrop S. 
Boggs — 2 vols., $12.50. Chambers 
Publishing Co., Kalamazoo, Mich., 
U.S.A. 


The publication of Boggs’ “Can- 
ada” is a matter of unusual interest 
to all collectors of my own favorite 
country. I note the “Preface” is 
dated February 25, 1944, which re- 
flects the difficulties in bringing out 
‘such a voluminous work. 

I have not read fully the two vol- 
umes, let alone digest all I have read. 
But I have seen enough to pronounce 
Winthrop Boggs’ labors something of 
a masterpiece. I think I am safe in 
saying that these books contain at 
least three times as much material 


as will be found within the covers of * 


any other work on Canada. I feel 
sure all collectors of Canada will sal- 
ute the author for having brought 
together such a mass of material. 
My prediction is that Boggs’ “Can- 
ada” will be quoted and torn apart 
for years to come. 


The author in his acknowledge- 
ments gracefully bows to three pages 
of various people who have assisted 
him. These three pages include most 
of the great and near great names 
associated with Canadian collecting. 
And yet, I must adinit I missed two 
names, those of Fred Jarrett and F. 
Walter Pollock. After all who have 
held the torch higher in the last two 
decades than the same Fred and 
Walter? I can hardly believe that 
anyone, irrespective of his own re- 
searches, would attempt to chronicle 
the story of Canada without the 
writings of Jarrett and Pollock at his 
elbow. So much for that. 


I was happy to see that postmarks 
and other markings occupy three 
hundred pages of Volume. One. The 
early postal issues are dealt with in 
a most voluminous manner.The auth- 
or acknowledges that the more recent 
issues are somewhat sparsely dealt 
with. I have a mild criticism there. 
Many of the more recent additions to 
the realm of Canadian collectors will 
feel that they have received some- 


thing of a “brush off” because they 
have been concentrating on material 
that was more or less easy to obtain, 
since their pocket-book could not 
stand the strain of the early classics. 

Boggs has really arrived at a sen- 
sible solution in dealing with the 
mass of official and semi-official 
records to which he has had access. 
In fact he injects a bit of mystery 
into this angle as he says that the 
source of certain material in the ap- 
pendices “cannot at this time be 
divulged.” I would venture a mild 
“Why Not!” to this admission, and 
signal a somewhat helpless gesture 
indicating that if Boggs was able to 
get the stuff why has it been denied 
to other competent writers on the 
stamps of Canada? So much for that 
too. 

What I started to say in,the pre- 
ceding paragraph was that Boggs 
collects most of his references in 
Volume Two, leaving Volume One to 
what he personally has to say. That 
was one defect in Howes book on 
Canada in which you will find reams 
of quotations from official records 
almost clogging the author’s story. 

Far be it from me to detract from 
the worth of these monumental two 
volumes. My notes are hastily put to- 
gether in minutes as compared to 
the months that Winthrop Boggs has 
laboured with a gigantic subject. 

Let me cast no shadow of doubt as 
to whether you should invest in 
“Boggs” Canada”. By all means get 
the books even if you have to visit a 
finance company for assistance. And 
in case some of my mild remarks 
give you a thought of hesitation I 
feel that I can truthfully say they 
will be forgotten long before you 


have even seeped up a small percent- 
age of the vast information found in 
these excellent two volumes.—R. A. 
Jamieson.

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Notes on Subject Matter of 
New 50-Cent Stamp 


The design of the new 50-cents 
stamp is a combination of two differ- 
ent photographs showing two trees 
being felled in a British Columbia 
forest by the modern “power-saw” 


method. In actual practise two “sets” 
of fallers would not work so close to- 
gether, and the inclusion of the two 
sets in the design has been done to 
make a more pleasing oblong-shaped 
stamp. Depicting men -felling a 
single tree on a tall stamp might 
have been more truthful, but the 
new stamp satisfactorily portrays 
the latest development in the forests, 
- the mechanization of tree felling. 

This is the first time that Canada 
has brouht out a stamp illustrating 
the logging industry, althought New- 
foundland, as long ago as 1897 devot- 
ed one stamp (6c Cabot Issue) to 
logging, and showed the teams of 
oxen of sixty years ago. Later in 
1910 (the 9c Guy Issue) Newfound- 
land again showed a logging camp 
scene, 


The new Canadian stamp shows 
“nower-saws” or “chain-saws” in 
operation,—machines which have 
largely elmininated the “push and 
pull” of the hand-felling of pre-war 
years. A power-saw is a machine 
with a motor-cycle type handlebar, 
upon which is mounted an air-cooled 
gasoline engine (usually 8 hp.) and 
from which extends a cutter-bar 
(usually 4 feet long), around which 
runs a chain, each link of it having 
cutting teeth on the outside edge. 
The clutch and trottle are operated 
by the man on the handlebar end of 
the machine, and a second man lifts 
and helps guide the saw through the 
tree by means of a round handle at 
the cutting-bar end. The machines 
used in the B.C. forests usually 
weigh 125 lbs. Chain-saws cut rapid- 
ly and trees of 30 inches in diameter 
can be cut down in less than three 
minutes. (To imagine a tree that 
size, just look at one of the doors in 
your house--most doors are 30 inch-

The design of the 50-cents 
is an excellent choice to symbolize 
British Columbia’s most important 
industry, as it not only depicts the 
most recent development in logging, 
but also one of the most spectacular 
and dangerous jobs in the whole of 
the forest industries——Gerald E.

Thousands of first flight covers 
were carried on the international 
first-flight Fort William-Duluth on 
Sept. 16th, but as far as can be deter- 
mined only a few dozen first day of 
issue covers were carried on the first 
flight of this new air mail run. These 
combination cacheted first-flight and 
first day of issue covers were mailed 
by several Fort William philatelists 
who took advantage of the first half 
hour the new stamps were on sale on 
the morning of Sept. 16th. About 
thirty minutes after the new issue 
stamps were on sale the mails were 
closed for accepting first-flight mail 
to Duluth. The plane left for Duluth 
around 10.30 a.m. These combination 
covers will be prized by their pos- 
sessors.
